U.N. COMMISSION IN 
JERUSALEM 


The United Nations Conciliation Com- 
masion have now returned to Jerusalem 
and begun a series of discussions with 
leading authorities, including Dr. Weiz- 
mann. Mr. Ben-Gurion, and the Foreign 
Minister, Mr. Shertok. The main subjects 
of discussion are relations between Israc! 
and the neighbouring Arab States, Jeru- 
salem, and Arab refugees. 

Mr. Shertok, during a frank exchange 
of views lasting two hours, told members 
of the Commission that Israel was ready 
lo discuss the question of Arab refugees 
during the peace talks, and that these 
talks could start as soon as any Arab 
sousitry would nominate its representa- 
ives 

The three members of the Commission 
are now stated to be busy reviewing the 
‘ntormation gathered during their 15 days’ 
tour of the capitals of the neighbouring 
Arab States. The members of the Com- 
mission are Mr. Mark Ethridge (U.S.A.), 
Mr. Hussein Djahid Yalchin (Turkey), 
and M. René Neuville (France). 

The Iraqi Foreign Minister, Dr. Abdil- 
hah Hatid, is reported to have declared 
that in the anticipated negotiations with 
Isract the refugee problem will have to be 
before anything else.

Difficulties are piling up even before 
the Isracli-Transjordan peace talks 
are getting under way: the curious 
delay caused by “ difficult weather ” is 
not the least. | 

Three specific obstacles will have to be 
overcome before King Abdullah can 
exercise his renowned redsonableriess 
the Aqaba situation has to be clarified: 
drastic action will be required on the 
Arab refugee problem: and the future of 
Jerusalem will almost certainly have to 
be referred back to the United Nations. 

The -Agaba difficulty can be overcome 
this depends more on Whitehall 
than on Amman. Reports suggest that 
Isracli forces may be occupying that part 
of the Gulf which is within Israel terr- 
tory and outside the neutral zone agreed 
with the Egyptians 


No Cause for Alarm 


This need not cause another crisis, but 
it creates a tricky situation which may 
again result in Anglo-Isracli friction. The 
main difficuliy arises, it seems, from the 
circumstance that the land communica- 
tions and field telephones of the British 
force in Agaba run across the coastal! 
stretch claimed by Israel! 

The British may decide to protect this 
line of communications and reluse pas- 
sage into the actwal guif zone to the 
Israelis reported to be approaching: pr 
the Israeli forces may refuse further use 
of their territory to the British troops im 
Aqaba.

DEMILITARISATION OF THE NEGEV BEGINS 


[From our Own Correspondent) 


Tet Aviv, Wednesday 

The first meeting of the Isracii-Egyp- 
tian Armistice Commission its due to be 
held to-morrow in the demilitarised 
village of Auja-El Hafir. The question of 
arrangements for an exchange of prisoners 
of war is the first topic to be discussed. 

Meanwhile, the withdrawal! of the forces 
of both sides from the demilitarised zones 
is progressing, and is expecied to be 
completed long before the permitted four 
wecks. 

After figuring prominently in the Israeli 
news for four months, the Faluja pocket 
ceased to exist on Monday evening, two 
days before the evacuation was due to 
end. The Egyptian garrison consisted of 
3,000 men, who held out heroically for 
over four months, after being encarcied 
by Israch troops in October. 

The evacuation started early on Satur- 
day morning, when a long line of Egyptian 
trucks from Gaza crossed the Israch 
lines... Two hours later, the first trucks 
carrying grim-looking, fully-armed, hel- 


meted Egyptian troops moved slowly to- 
wards Caza, 

U.N. observers and Israch haison 
officers supervised the passage of the con- 
voys to Gaza and Faluja until, at oight- 
fall. all Israch traffic on roads used for 
the evacuation was strictly banned. Only 
a minimum number of Israch troops were 
kept at positions along the road. The 
same scene was repeated throughout Sun- 
day. when the Egyptians moved thei 
equipment consisting of a number of 
armoured cars, Bren-carriers, guns, and 
truckloads of military equipment By 
Sunday evening, the evacuation was com- 
pleted without incident. 

All Isracli-Egyptian contacts during the 
evacudtion were extremely friendly, both 
sides showing a sincere desire to help 
each other In the final stage of the 
evacuation, the Egyptians handed over 
five wounded Israech soldiers who had been 
kept prisoners inside the Faluja pocket 
for several weeks. They were captured 
while on patrol. 

The last group of Egyptians to leave 
included Brigadier Mohemmed Taha Bey 


who commanded the Faluja garrison, and 
his staff. The Isracli Southern Command 
gave a smal! party in his honour, during 
which cordial cachanges occurred. Taha 
Bey said he hoped the manner of the 
evacuation from Faluja and the general 
armistice arrangements would open the 
way for friendly relations between Iisrae! 
and Egypt. Egyptian and Isracli soldiers. 
he said, had learned to respect each other 

On Monday, the evacuation of 3,000 
Arab civihans trom Faluja was com- 
pleted. Severa! hundred civiltans preferred 
to remain

hunger-stricken and desperate when, with | 
their belongings, they were put on trucks | 


for Gaza. The Itsrach Army, the 
Cross, and U.N. officials are providing 
food for the remaining Arab population 
in Falluja. Many are sick and cannot be 
moved

BRITISH COSTS IN 
PALESTINE 


Jews and Arabs Expected 
to Pay ? 


our Parliamentary Correspondent} 


The Bill for the final stages of the 
British Administration in Palestine was 
presented to Parliament last week, when 
the Commons approved a supplementary 
esimaic of £12,695,010 for Colonial and 
Middle Eastern services. Phe major 
pert of this sum was required for Pales- 


ne. 
Rees-WittiaMs, Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies, moving the vote, said 
that in the view of the Government, the 
financial com: aitment involved was in the 
nature of an advance by the U.K. 
Goverament and a hability to’ be 
assumed by the successor authorities. 
No approach had yet been made to open 
financial negotiations with a successor 
Arab Government or with the Isracli 
Gevernment. It was expected that after 
the British Minister to Isracl had taken 
up his office, financial negotiations would 
begin, although a considerable amount 
of preliminary discussion might take 
place in the near future. 


£3,000,000 Deficit 


Mr. Rees-Williams explained that the 
accounts now available showed that there 
was a deficit at March 31, 1948, of 
£1,082,000, estimated to have increased 
ro £3.320,000 on May 14-15, 1948. i 
was not expected that the full sum would 
be required until after March 31, 1949. 
The sum of £2,750,000 only would be 
required up to March 31, 1949, to meet 
those habrities which presented § an 
urgent need‘ for settlement. 

After detailing the individual items in 
this amount, he referred to the out- 
standing commitments of the Ministry of 
Food at May 14, which were £2.030,Q00. 
Arrangements were made to extend food- 
stuffs allocations to Palestine to secure 
a reserve supply of essential cereals and 
other things of that kind up to June 30, 
1948 That was a gesture which had 
not, so far aS he was aware, received 
any acknowledgment. 


,000,000 Repaid 


Of this sum, £1,100,000 had already 
been repaid. The amount would, in all! 
Probability, be wiped off in due course. 

Mr. Rees-Williams went on to speak 
of other lesser amounts, and then came 
to what he called “the Jewish illegal 
immigrant camps.” The amount there 
was £850,000. These camps, he recalled, 
were first created in August, 1946, and 
accommodated some 35,000 Jews, the 


last of whom left on February 11, when. 


the camps were finally closed. 

The camps were built and maintained 
by the War Department, who were being 
reambursed by the Government of Pales- 
tine. The amount of £850,000 now re- 
quired would be paid to the War Office, 
who met the estimated cost on behalf of 
the Mandatory Government up to the 
date of the final evacuation. 

Mr. Tuomas Rem (Lab., Swindon) 
hoped that the Government would do 
everything in their power to get the 
responsibiluy for payment firmly placed 
on the successor State or States. 

Mr. FP. W. Sxinnarp (Lab., Har- 
row. E.) argued that the successor State 
Should not be asked to accept the item 
abou: the Cyprus camps as a liability. 


“OLIVER TWIST” IN BERLIN 


Mr. Hecror McNemw, Minister of 
Siaie, made a statement on the show- 
ing of the film, “ Oliver Twist,” in Ber- 
lin after Mr. Barnetr Janner (Lab., 
Leicester, W.) had referred in the Com- 
mons on Monday to the “ considerable 
resentment and distress which the film 
Caused to some of the population there. 


Mr MeNeil said that disorderly 
demonstrations against the showing of 
the film took place at a cinema in the 
British sector of Berlin on the afternoons 
oi February 20 and 21. 

In view of these demonstrations, the 
film. which had been shown on the two 
Previous days, was replaced by another

MOSLEY’S INCREASING 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


Mr. Cuurer Eve, the Home Secretary, 
admitted in Parliament last week that 
speakers of Mosley’s Union Movement 
had in recent weeks spoken more openly 
against the Jews. 


The matier came before the House 
when Mr. Witttam SHerpwerp (Con. 
Bucklow) questioned the Home Secre- 


tary on “ the increasing anti-Semitism of 
the Mosley organisation.” and asked if 
Mr. Ede was taking any steps to avoid 
possible breaches of the peace. 

Mr. Ede said there had been no in- 
crease of disorder due to the more out- 
spoken comments of the speakers. The 
preservation of the peace, he added, was 
the responsibility of the police, who took 
adequate steps to that end. 

Mr. Shepherd said that if the Home 
Secretary allowed. these people to start 
a wave of anti-Semitism or p opaganda 
agains the Jews u would be very dis- 
turbing to ‘Se public life of this country 

He told how he had listened on a Sun- 
day to one of these anti-Semitic speeches 
and said that if the Home Secretary had 
heard the men talking he would not be 
proud of allowing these things to con- 
uinue. 

Mr. Ede said he regretted that this 
kind of speech should be made. 


PATWA AND ALIYAH 
Assisted Immigration to Israel 


[By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporier| 


Two developments in the practical 

ssibilities of Alivah for members of 

atwa-were announced at the annual 
meeting of the organisation at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club on Sunday. 

Mr. Harold H. Behr, the retiring chair- 
man, who presided, presented the report, 
and said that some assisted immigration 
from this country was being made avail- 
able through the Palestine Office at 77, 
Great Russell Street. That office, with 
which Patwa's office was to be merged, 
would register Olim and a commitice 
would select those most suitable 

Immigration to Israel, said Mr. Behr 
was now free, but it was restricted within 
the limits of available finance. The war 
in Palestine had postponed the implemen- 
tation of many schemes and projects and 
had brought about ar inflated cconomy 
in the country, while a large body of ex- 
Service men and women were being de- 


mobilised, and:-their need of posts in 
civilian life must have priority. 
Jobs in Israel 
Patwa, Mr. Behr declared, could not 


find jobs for members while .in_ this 
country. They could only be assured of 
jobs if they went to Israel and were inter- 
viewed by prospective employers. A 
working knowledge of Hebrew was essen- 
tual, 

Mr. I. Jezierski outlined a scheme by 
which immigrants from this country might 
be belped io obtain living accommodation 
in Prac. 

Dr. J. Fisch, Israch Trade Commis- 
sioner, deakt with some of the problems 
which would face immigrants, with special 
reference to the difficult conditions, the 
high cost of living, and the competition 
they would come up agains’ in Israel m 
their professions or trades. 

In industry, he stated, they would never 
be able to compete with cheap goods, and 
they would have to produce goods of the 
best quality. 

Mr H. Singer presented the financial 
report, which showed a deficit. 

A Hebrew session was introduced by 
the chairman, and opened by Mr. 
Dimson. The subject was the need to 
learn Hebrew. 

Mr. A. Richtiger spoke on behalf of 
the Chalutz and Aliyah Committee of the 
Zionist Federation, which gives a grant 
to Patwa. 

Reports of sectional activities were 
given, and the following Executive was 
elected. with power to appoint their own 
honorary officers: Messrs. H. Reik. H. 
Singer, M. Fairmont, C. Silver, H. Shaw, 
Dr. J. Jackson. and Miss L. Daniel. 


Mr. Royston S. DouGan, Organising 
Secretary of Jewish Child's Day since 
its inception in 1947, has resigned his 
post..as. he.and_his wife will be taking 
up residence in Israel shortly. 


The Place of The 
Preacher 


HE question ss sometimes asked 

to-day whether there is still a 

place for the sermon, or whether 
preaching is a dying art. Preachers 
themselves have raised the question. 
No doubt some of their listeners—or 
readers-—do likewtse. 


There is no doubt chat many of the 
functions of the preacher have been taken 
over by other writers and speakers. His 
usefulness has become restricted throu 
the spread of knowledge by the vastly 
increased circulation of books, news- 
papers, periodicals, and the wireless. 

ith some reservations it may be said 
that, in former days, no subject was 
closed to the preacher. There was a 
very deep gulf between the people and 
the mumster of religion, the lawyer, and 


the doctor. Yet there has long existed 
a marked distinction between Jew and 
Christian in this respect. Profesmonalism 


is a modern growth in Jewish life. Ik 
is an anomaly. Moses, so long ago, 
pointed to an ideal when he condemned 
those who would have “ prophesying ” 
restricted to the priests: “ Would God 
that all the Lord's people were prophets " 
(Numbers xi, 29) 

The Rabbi was no professional man 
He was not paid. His position was not 
an clected onc. It was open to all with 
piety, learning, and that almost untrans- 
lateable quality 7 . Hits func- 


tion was to interpret the Law, and to 
act as court of appeal for the people 
He did not preach in the modern sense. 

Moreover, the gulf between the Jewish 
preacher and his congregation—cxcept in 
the actual expounding and interpretation 
of the Law—has never been so great as 
among others, because the level of 
religious knowledge among us has always 
been, in the past, astonishingly high. _ As 
a consequence, even in earlier times, and 
certainly to-day, the power and influence 
of the preacher has been directed to the 
fulfilment of two functions in particular : 
exp@unding the Law, and interpreting 
religious principles and practices im 
modern terms 


ITH functions require of nm the 
ability to present the unchanging, 
and unchangeable truths of religion in 
terms of modern hfe and experience. 
He has nothing to do with those aspects 
of social events or of political life which 
require partisanship His duty. surely, 
is to unre and not to divide ; 
For what is his authority? He mus 
be able to speak as one having authority 
As a scientist, an cconomist, a social 
philosopher, he has no more authority 
than others with the same qualifications : 
and it is not his function to teach science 
or economics or social philosophy it 
is his function to relate these subjects. 
or any aspect of them, to the unchange- 
able background of human thife, in 
setting forth the eternal realities 
His authority is his acceptance of the 
duty to be a messenger, an capounder, 
an interpreter—above all, perhaps, to 
bring the actual closer to the ideal, to 
help men make their dreams come truc 
But he is not 1o be merely a messenger 
as should be any specialist in his own 
subject, but one carrying a banner, hold- 
ing aloft a standard for all men to see; 
and in this connection one thinks of the 
grand command of the prophe: “ He 
shall not fail nor be discouraged, tl he 
have set justice in the earth” (Isaiah 
xlii, 4) His desire to do this, his con- 
viction that nothing in this world can 
set his teaching at naught, the know- 
ledge that to be a voice crying im the 
wilderness is a glory, not a disgrace 


these things. beliefs are the preacher « 
authority 
HAT if the teaching finds fo 
response ? What if congregations 


turn a deaf car to the concerns of the 
spirit? What if most men desire to 
remain in the arid plains of their 
matcrial surroundings, and can see no 
reason why they should ever attempt to 
climb the mountain at all, disbeleving 
as men so often do, thai there is any- 
thing to be seen above the clouds 7 
What if so many find im preaching and 
the preacher material merely for criti- 
cism of voice or manner or method or 
chosen word ? The preacher who has 
any of the faith which be preaches, can- 
not be wearied’ or discouraged by such 
considerations. H he fails, it can only 
be that he lacks the unconquerable fanh 
in the truth of his teaching. 

No. the place of the preacher can 
never be taken over by others. so long 
as the world needs the faith and the con- 
victions for which he stands. Nor can 
the true functions of the preacher come 
to an end so long as men still hold 
to any kind of belief in the reality of 
the Spirk of God in human life. 

Men must still listen to the preacher 
so long as there remains some precious 
relic in the heart of that ancient and 
almost forgotten humility which desires 
to know, to be enlightened, to be com- 
forted. standards of truth and 
righteousness can never be covered up 
or falt into ruins, so long as meén believe 
that God does still reveal Himself to 
humanety.

BRITISH COSTS IN 
PALESTINE 


Jews and Arabs Expected 
to Pay? 


jfrom our Parliamentary Correspondent) 


The Bill for the final stages of the 
Brush Administration in Palestine was 
presented to Parliament last week, when 
the Commons approved a supplementary 
estimate of £12,695,010 for Colonial and 
Middle Eastern services. Phe major 
part of this sum was required for Pales- 


ne. 
Rees-WittiaMs, Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies, moving the vote, said 
that un the view of the Government, the 
financial commitment involved was in the 
nature of an advance by the U.K. 
Government and a lhiabiliy be 
assumed by the successor authorities. 
No approach had yet been made to open 
financial negotiations with a successor 
Arab Government or with the Isracli 
Government, It was expected that after 
the British Minister to Isract had taken 
up his office, financial negotiations would 
begin, although a considerable amount 
of oreliminary discussion might take 
place in the near future. 


£3,000,000 Deficit 


Mr. Rees-Williams explained that the 
accounts now available showed that there 
was a deficit at March 31, 1948, of 
£1,082,000, estimated to have increased 
ro £3.320,000 on May 14-15, 1948. It 
was not expected that the full sum would 
be required until after March 31, 1949. 
The sum of £2,750,000 only would be 
required up to March 31, 1949, to meet 
those liabilities which presented an 
urgent need for settlement. 

Atter detailing the individual items in 
this amount, he referred to the out- 
sanding commutmenis of the Ministry of 
Food at May 14, which were £2,030.900. 
Arrangements were made to extend food- 
stuffs allocations to Palestine to secure 
a reserve supply of essential cereals and 
other things of that kind up to June 30, 
1948 That was a gesture which had 
not, so far as he was aware, received 
any acknowledgment. 


£1,000,000 Repaid 


Of this sum, £1,100,000 had already 


been repaid. The amount would, in all 
probability, be wiped off in due course. 

Mr. Rees-Willlams went on to speak 
of. other lesser amounts, and then came 
to what he called “the Jewish illegal 
immigrant camps.” The amount there 
was £850,000. These camps, he recalled, 
were first created in August, 1946, and 
accommodated some 35,000 Jews, the 
last of whom left on February 11, when 
the camps were finally closed. 

The camps were built and maintained 
by the War Department, who were being 
reimbursed by the Government of Pales- 
tine. The amount of £850,000 now re- 
Quired would be paid to the War Office, 
who met the estimated cost on behalf of 
the Mandatory Government up to the 
date of the final evacuation. 

Mr. THomas Rem (Lab., Swindon) 
hoped that the Government would do 
everything in their power to get the 
fesponsibiluy for payment firmly placed 
on the successor State or States. 

Mr. F. W.. Sxinnarp (Lab., Har- 
row.

“OLIVER TWIST” IN BERLIN 


Mr Hecror McNem. Minister of 
Stale. made a statement on. the show- 
ing of the film. “ Oliver Twist.” in Ber- 
in after Mr. Barnerr Janner (Lab., 
Leicester, W.) had referred in the Com- 
mons on Monday to the “ considerable 
resentment and distress which the film 
Caused to some of the population there. 


Mr. McNeil said that disorderly 
demonstrations against the showing of 
the film took place at a cinema in. the 
British sector of Berlin on the afternoons 
of February 20 and 21. 

In view of these demonstrations, the 
film, which had been shown on the two 
previous days, was replaced by another 

A letter signed by the Oberburger- 
Meister and various political and 
Cullural feaders criticising the presenta- 
ton of the film on the grounds that it 
Might stir up anti-Semitic feeling, was 
Feceived by the Military Governor on 
the afternoon of February 21. 

Since the showing of this film was a 
German commercial undertaking in a 

building, the demonstrations 
against the film were a German and not 
4 British responsibility.

KASHER MEAT: GAINS AND 
LOSSES 


Commenting on the kasher t rat 
Mr. Joun Srracney, Minister of ‘Food. 
said in the Commons on Wednesday, that 
in general, the arrangements meant that 
Jewish consumers gained a littl in 
quality and, on the other hand, lost a 
little in quantity as compared with other 
consumers of meat 

Replying to questions put by Mr. Perer 
FREEMAN (Lab., Newport), he said that 
about 80,000 cattle, 40,000 calves. and 
70,000 sheep were slaughtered annual 
im Great Britain by the Jewish met ‘ 
producing about 20,000 tons of meat. 

he estimated number of registrations 
for kasher meat was 260,000, and the 
weight of the meat issued to kasher 
butchers in 1948 was about 5,500 tons. 
This was less than half of one per cent 
of the national meat supply. 


MOSLEY’S INCREASING 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


Mr. Cuurer Eve, the Home Secretary, 
admitted in Parliament last week that 
speakers of Mosley’s Union Movement 
had in recent weeks spoken more openly 
against the Jews. 

¢ matier came before the House 
when Mr. Witttsm (Con.. 
Bucklow) questioned the Home Secre-. 
tary on “ the increasing anti-Semitism of 
the Mosiey organisation,’ and asked if 
Mr. Ede was taking any steps to avoid 
possible breaches of the peace. 

Mr. Ede said there had been no in- 
crease of disorder due to the more out- 
spoken comments of the speakers. 
Preservation of the peace, he added, was 
the responsibility of the police, who took 
adequate Steps to that end. 

Mr. Shepherd said that if the Home 
Secretary allowed these people’ to star! 
a wave of anti-Semitism or propaganda 
against the Jews u would be very dis- 
turbing to the public life of this country 

He told how he had listened on a Sun- 
day to one of these anti-Semitic speeches 
and said that if the Home Secretary had 
heard the men talking he would not be 
proud of allowing these things to con- 
tinue. 

Mr. Ede said he regretted that this 
kind of speech should be made. 


PATWA AND ALIYAH 
Assisted Immigration to Israel 
(By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter) 


Two developments in the practical 
possibilities of Aliyah for members of 
Patwa- were announced at the annual 
meeting of the organisation at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club on Sunday. 

Mr. Harold H. Behr, the retiring chair- 
man, who presided, presented the report, 
and said that some assisted immigration 
from this country was being made avail- 
able through the Palestine Office at 77, 
Great Russell Street. That office, with 
which Patwa's office was to be merged, 
would register Olim and a commiutice 
would select those most suitable. 

Immigration to Israel, said Mr. Behr 
was now free, but it was restricted within 
the limits of available finance. The war 
in Palestine had postponed the implemen- 
tation of many schemes and projects and 
had brought about an inflated cconomy 
in the country, while a large body of ex- 
Service men and women were being de- 
mobilised, and their need of posts in 
civilian life must have priority. 


Jobs in Israel 


Patwa, Mr. Behr declared, could not 
find jobs for members while in_ this 
country. They could only be assured of 
jobs if they went to Israel and were inter- 
viewed. by . prospective employers. A 
working knowledge of Hebrew was essen- 
tral. 

Mr. I. Jezierski outlined a scheme by 
which immigrants from this country might 
be helped to obtain living accommodation 
in 

Dr. J. Fisch. Israch Trade Commis- 
sioner. dealt with some of the problems 
which would face immigrants, with special 
reference to the difficult conditions, the 
high cost of living, and the competition 
they would come up against in Israel in 
their professions or trades. 

In industry, he stated, they would never 
be able to compete with cheap goods, and 
they would have to produce goods of the 
best quality. 

Mr. H. Singer presented the financial 
report, which showed a deficit. 

A Hebrew session was introduced by 
the chairman, and opened by Mr. D. 
Dimson. The subject was the need to 
learn Hebrew. 

Mr. A. Richtiger spoke on behalf of 
the Chalutz and Aliyah Committee of the 
Zionist Federation, which gives a grant 
to Patwa. 

Reports of sectional activities were 
given, and the following Executive was 
elected, with power to appoint their own 
honorary officers: Messrs. H. Reik, H. 
Singer, M. Fairmont, C. Silver, H. Shaw, 
Dr. J. Jackson, and Miss L. Daniel. 


Mr. Royston S. Doucan, Organising 
Secretary of Jewish Child’s Day since 
its inception in 1947, has resigned his 
post as he and his wife will be taking 
up residence in Israel shortly. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
The Place of The 
Preacher 


HE question s sometimes asked 

to-day whether there is still a 

place for the sermon, or whether 
preaching is a dying art. Preachers 
themselves have raised the question. 
No doubt some of their listeners—or 
readers——do likewise. 


There ss no doubt chat many of the 
functions of the preacher have been taken 
over by other writers and speakers. His 
usefulness has become restricted thr 
the spread of knowledge by the vastly 
increased circulation of books, news- 
papers, periodicals, and the wirciess. 

ith some reservations it may be said 
that, in former days, no subject was 
closed to the preacher. There was a 
very deep gulf between the people and 
the minister of religon, the lawyer, and 
the doctor. Yet there has long existed 
a marked distinction between Jew and 
Christian in this respect. Professonalism 
is a modern growth in Jewish life. I 
iS an anomaly. Moses, so long ago, 
pointed to an ideal when he condemned 
those who would have “ prophesying ~ 
restricted to the priests: “ Would God 
that all the Lord's people were prophets " 
(Numbers xi, 29) 

The Rabbi was no professional man. 
He was not paid. His position was not 
an clected one. lt was open to all with 
piety, learning. and thal almost untrans- 
lateable quality P™N ‘TT. His func- 


t1on was to interpret the Law, and to 
act as court of appeal for the people 
He did not preach in the modern sense. 

Moreover, the gulf between the Jewish 
preacher and is in 
the actual expounding and interpretation 
of the Law—has never been so great as 
among others, because the level of 
religious knowledge among us has always 
been, in the past, astonishingly high. As 
a consequence, even in earlier times, and 
certainly to-day, the power and influence 
of the preacher has been directed to the 
fulfilment of two functions in particular 
exp@unding the Law, and interpreting 
religious principles and practices in 
modern terms 


JTH funcuons require of him the 

ability to present the unchanging, 
and unchangeable truths of rehgion in 
terms of modern lfe and experience. 
He has nothing to do with those aspects 
of social events or of political life which 
require partssanship His duty. surely. 
is to unite and not to divide. 

For what is his authority? He. must 
be able to speak as one having authority. 
As a scientist, an economist, a social 
philosopher, he has no more authority 
than others with the same qualifications ; 


_and it »s not his function to teach science 


or economics or socia! philosophy it 
is bis function to relate these subjects. 
or any aspect of them, to the unchange- 
able. background of human in 
setting forth the eternal realities. 

His authority is his acceptance of the 
duty to be a messenger, an capounder, 
an. interpreter—above all, perhaps, to 
bring the actua! closer to the ideal, to 
heip men make their dreams come truce 
- But he is not to be merely a messenger 
as should be any special sit in his own 
subject. but one carrying a banner, hold- 
ing aloft a standard for all men to see; 
and in this connection one thinks of the 
grand command of the prophet: ~ He 
shall not fail nor be discouraged, tll he 
have set justice in the earth” (Isaiah 
xlii, 4) His desire to do this, hits con- 
viction that nothing in this world can 
set his teaching at naught, the know- 
ledge that to be a voice crying in the 
wilderness is a glory, not a disgrace 
these things. beliefs are the preacher « 
authority 


HAT it the teaching finds no 

response ? What if. congregations 
turn a deaf ear to the concerns of the 
spirit? What if most men desire to 
remain in the arid plains of their 
maicrial surroundings, and can see no 
reason why they should ever attempt to 
climb the mountain at all, disbelieving, 
as men so often do, that there is any- 
thing to be seen above the clouds” 
What if so many find in preaching and 
the preacher material merely for criti- 
cism of voice or manner or method or 
chosen word ? The preacher who has 
any of the faith which he preaches, can- 
not be wearied or discouraged by such 
considerations. If he fails, it can only 
be that he lacks the unconqguerable faith 
in the truth of his teaching 

No, the place of the preacher can 
never be taken over by others. so long 
as the world needs the faith and the con- 
victions for which he stands. Nor can 
the true functions of the preacher come 
to an end so long as men still hold 
to any kind of belief in the reality of 
the Spirh of God in human life. 

Men must still listen to the preacher 
so long as there remains some precious 
relic in the heart of that ancient and 
almost forgotten humility which desires 
to know, to be enlightened, to com- 


forted. The standards of truth and 
righteousness. can never be covered up 
or fall into ruins, so long as men believe 
that God does still reveal Himsclf to 
humanity.

No question was asked about the status 
of mixed marriages already cxisting in 
Israci, but one journalist asked about the 
truth of a report that non-Jewrsh members 
of mixed marriages were not permitted to 
enter Rabtu Werfel replied that 
this was only “ partially truc.” The vasi 
wmimgra tion now being con- 
ducted by Jewish he cx- 
eae. was intended to bring Jews to 
sracl, not non-Jews. Therefore, when- 
ever a non-Jew applied for a visa, hus 
apphcation was referred to the usual Con- 
svulate channels. while Jews were given 
visas immediately without the approval of 
the official authorities. Apart from that. 
he explained, on the basses of his own 
experience as dircctor of Jewrh immigra- 
ten. many Nazis and o-Nazis were 
attempting to ect into tIsraci. and the 
authorities therefore had to be careful 
about the admission of non-Jews, presum.- 
ably even of members of mixed marriages. 
Bur this did not necessarily indicate a 
complete ban on the immigration of non- 
Jewish members of mixed marriages, he 
gard. 

The Mizrachi leaders said that there 
existed a difference of opinion between 
the Agudas Isracl and the Mizrachi on 
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the question of State interference in the 
family life of Ierach citizens. The former 
belicved thai the observance of the Jewrsh 
religion was a matter for the imdividual, 
between God and man personally. There- 
fore, the State should not interfere with 
the privacy of the individual's intimate 
life and force upon him rehgious obser- 
vances (except in the public observance 
of Sabbath, the dictary laws, and similar 
matiers). But the Mizrachi held the view 
that the Jewish religion wai a collective 


responsibility, and therefore had io be 


enforced collectively by the State. 

Asked whether this would not lead to 
a theocratic State, the Mizrachi spokes- 
men replied that the Jewish rchgion was 
different from others because it was mtrn- 
cately connected with every aspect of 
Jewish life: that it could not be separated 
from the State; and that the term “ theo- 
cracy ” could not be applied to it as in the 
case of other religions. 

Asked whether they believed the present 
Israch Governmem would ever agree to 
such laws, the Mizrachi spokesmen replied 
that they were certain that tt would have 
to do so “ because the Orthodox Jews 
now form a vast majority in the State 
of Israel." This, they said, was due to 
the “rise of religion among European 
Jews of late.” and because of the great 
of Jews from. Arab countries, such 
as Yemen and North African countrics, 
where the Jews are strictly Orthodox and 
would not tolerate the earlier laxity m 
religious matters in Isracl. However. 
both speakers admitted that there could 
he no certainty about the State enforcing 
such laws before the Israch Constitution 
was adopted.

The Jewish Teaching

* The Purpose of Life in Jewish Teach- 
ing“ was the subject of an address given 
in the Succah of the Spanish and Poriu- 

wese Synagogue, Lauderdale Road, Lon- 
Jon. W.9. on Sunday, by Rabbi Dr. I. 
Epstein, Principal of Jews’ College. 

Perhaps the most significant feature of 
the present time in the affairs of mankind, 
said Dr. Epstein, was a feeling of the 
utter purposclessness of life. The doctrine 

* Let us cat, drink, and be merry, for 
to-morrow we dic,” was a cry of self- 
abandonment as old as the hills. The 
overriding fear among men was of war, 
and, above that, the further fear that men 
lacked the power and the character to 
prevent war-—a thesis which was indeed 
a sad and pathetic commentary on human 
weak ness. 


False Logic 


Dr. Epstein dealt with the false logic 
of eminent scientists and philosophers 
regarding the cause and cflect of evolu- 
tion, and averred that ut suited ther book 
that the world should be regarded as 
meanmeagless and shaped by blind forces. 
Jews vehemently opposed those eas 
with the asseveration that the cosmos was 
endowed by the creative and enlivening 
work of an Eternal Spirnt for the fulhi- 
ment of His own divine purpose, and this 
creed was the essential nature of the reli- 
gion that Isracl gave to the world 

Man's creativeness, his capacity for 
goodness, and his manifestation of self- 
effacing love were the antithesis of the 
mrcmuse of a meaningless and futile exist- 
ence The imescapable conclusion was 
that man’s capacity for goodness was but 
a reflection of the essential goodness of 
(sod, in whose mage he was created.

Commission Recommends 
Reorganisation 
[By Jewrsn Reporter| 


An urgent plea to the Association for 
Jewish Youth to make religion and the 
appreciation of Judaism as a way of life 
the dynamic force behind al) their work, 
was made by the Chicf Rabbi, when he 
spoke, following a reception and dinner, 
at the opening of the Associations 
annual conference at the Brady Girls’ 
Club on Saturday ee. 

This year marks the golden jubilee of 
the foundation of the Association. It 
was founded as the Jewish Athletic Asso- 
ciation, which became the AJ.Y. 22 
years ago. 

The opening of the conference was 
attended by a large audience, which in- 
cluded representatives of the chicf com- 
monal organisations, and of the Lon- 
don and National Youth Associations. 

The President of the Association, Col. 
Robert D QQ. Henriques, e of the 
Commission which the AJ.Y. had set up 
to review the constitution and work out 
a policy for the changing conditions. In 
the reorganisation recommended by the 
Commission (which had worked for 18 
months) there would be the means of 
helping and improving more youth clubs. 
Provincial Councils would be started-— 
the one for the North had already been 
formed. The Commiussion had devised a 
form of Associate membership for clubs 
which professed the A.J.Y. objects, but 


whose methods of approach were 
different. 

The great danger just now, said the 
President, was t lack of leadership, 


and this was a terrifying thing not only 
for the AJ.Y., But for the community 


Chief Rabbi on Religious Aspect 


The Chief Rabbi said that the religious 
stimulus to Anglo-Jewry could not now 
be found throu immigration ; they must 
find mw wm their own midst. This meant 
that the approach to rechgion must not 
be a casual or an occasional one. He 
knew that in some clubs there had been 
even a spirit of hostility to religion and 
a was often difficull to get the five min- 
wies for eveming prayers. 
giad that there was a different orienta- 
ton on the part of the AJ.Y. 

To the Association he would say: “ If 
you are going to emphasise the religious 
side. ste to nt thar religion is so imtro- 
duced that it is regarded by the managers 
serious and 
something worth while. Our boys and 
gris must be informed Jews. They must 
have some sort of access to the classics of 
our fathers.” He was glad to notice from 
the AJ.Y. annual report that the Asso- 
ciation had got in touch with the Lon- 
don Board of Jewish Religious Education 
to see that the children under 14, in the 
munior clubs, would obtain the maximum 
amount of education 

The conference, which continued al! 
day Sunday. was marked by lively 
debates which followed the lectures. 

The senior division heard Mr. H. S. 
Sechidkraut make a plea for a greater 
contribution of the semor clubs to the 
AJ.¥. Lady Nathan of Churt asked 
the clubs to provide the members with 
& more intimate knowledge of local and 
national affairs. 

There was a discussion on the future 
of clubs in those districts from which the 
Jewish population was migrating, and the 
piace of the non-Jewish member. There 
was a strong feeling that such clubs 
should move to the new Jewish centres. 
and the view was also put forward tha: 
one or two redundant clubs should be 


He was very . 


closed. Most members also thought that 
it was very difficuli to turn away a non- 
Jewish boy who wanted to join. On the 
quesion of Ministerial officers, the 
al view was that it would be far 
ter to have club leaders trained for 
this task than professional officers. 
An informative talk on careers was 
iven to the boys’ division by Mr. L. 
. L. Cohen, A combined session of 
the boys’ and girls’ division heard Mr. 
B. L. Q. Henriques, C.B.E., speak of 
the need for managers with a real voca- 
tion for their work. They would, he 
said, welcome people from the universi- 
ties and public sc is. 


Girls and Sportsmanship 

Speaking to the girls’ division, Mrs. 
Richardson deplored the lack of sports- 
manship. Too many teams, she said, 
were playing matches just for the sake 
of — instead of enjoyment. Mrs. 
B. L. Q. Henriques spoke to the Girls’ 
and Senior Division (Women's Section) 
on the club as a training ground for 
Jewish womanhood, and stressed how 
much the club had taken the place of 
the home in wraining the girls in Judaism. 

A session was devoted to Jewish youth 
abroad. Miss E. Benjamin spoke on 
the U.S.A., Mrs. A. Petrie on Germany 
and Austria, and Mrs. J. C. Gilbert on 
Israel 

An encouraging report on the work of 
the AJ.Y. Under 14 Division was given 
by Miss N. Leverson. 

At the final session, devoted mainly 
to the reorganisation of the AJ.Y. in 
accordance with the report of the A.JY. 
Commission, the President said that the 
report had been signed by all members 
of the Commission except Mr. T. J. 
Philhps, who did not agree with a sub- 
stantial part of it. 

Commission agreed “that the 
A.J.Y. % a movement to instil the ideals 
of British cnizenship and Judaism into 
the youth of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. The AJ.Y. is thus something 
more than a servicing organisation for 
the mutual benefit of certain autonomous 
clubs.” The report committed the A.J.Y. 


to a polcy of expansion. The. new 


machinery would consist of an Executive 
(ounci! from which would be formed 
the Policy and Finance Commitiece and 
the Administrative Committee, who 
would clect their own Chairmen. There 
would be a Classification Committee, 
which would decide whether a club 
should receive the full affiliated status or 
associateship or be rejected. 


Dr. Feldman’s “ Swan Song ” 


Dr. Isracl Feldman, who presented 
the annual report, pomited out thar the 
basis of the A.J.Y. had been radically 
altered. The new system (by which the 
business of the Association will be con- 
ducted by the “ Executive Council,” whose 
chairman will be the President) meant that 
this was his swan sone as Chairman of 
the Association. He expressed apprecia- 
tion of the support he had received. (Dr. 
Feldman remains one of the controlling 
officers of the A.J.Y.. being, as a Vice- 
President, a member of { Executive 

The President said he looked on the 
changes in a different light from Dr. 
Fekiman, and hoped they would still 
have Dr. Feldman's services. 

The following were elected to the Ex- 
ecutive Council: Mr. H. Altman, Miss 
Benjamin, the Rev. L. Edgar, Miss P. 
Gerson, and Mrs. Richardson. Mr. 
M. Richardson was elected as representa- 
tive at the Board of Deputies for three 


years. Col. Henriques was elected Presi- 
dem, and Mr. L. H. L. Cohen, Hon. 
Secretary. 


The conference, on the proposal of the 
President, unanimously decided to send 
a message io Dr. Weizmann, of greet- 
ings, through him, to the State of Israel.

ARMISTICE 


, Summary of Agreement 


The following is a summary of the 
al armistice agreement between 
pt and Israel signed at Rhodes last 
week (as briefly reported in the last 
issue of THe Jewish CHRONICLE): 
Article L—With a view to promoting 
the return of permanent peace in Pa.cs- 
tine and in recognition of the importance 
in this regard mutual assurances con- 
cermng the future military operations of 
the parties, the following a. 
which shall be fully observed 
parties during the armistice, are affirmed : 
l. injunction of the Securrty 
Council against resort to military force 
in settlement of the Palestine question 
shall be scrupulously respected by both 


parties ; 

2. No aggressive action by the armed 
forces of eit party shall be wunder- 
taken, planned, or threatened against the 
people or the armed forces of the other ; 

3. The right of cach party to its 
security and freedom from fear of attack 
by the armed forces of the other shall 
be fully respected ; 

4 The establishment of an armistice 
between the armed forces of the two 
parties is accepted as an indispensable 
step toward the liquidation of armed 
conflict and the restoration of peace in 
Palestine. 


General Armistice 


Article I1.—This establishes a general 
armistice between the armed forces of 
the two parties. It lays down that no 
military or para-military forces of cither 


- party, including non-regular forces, shall 


commit any warlike or hostile act against 
the military or para-military forces of 
the other party. or against civilians in 
territory under the control of that party ; 
or shall advance beyond, or pass over, 
for any purpose whatsoever, the armis- 
tice demarcation lines, except as pro- 
vided in Article Ul of. the agreement; 
and elsewhere shall not violate the inter- 
national frontier. 

Article Iil.—This states that the 
Egyptian military forces in the Faluja 
area shall be withdrawn, on the day after 
the signing of this agreement, under the 
supervision of the United Nations. 

Article IV refers to the implementa- 
tion of the Security Council resolutions 
of November 4 and 16, 1948, and affirms 
the following principles and purposes: 

1. The principle that no military or 
political advantage should be gained 
under the truce ordered by the Security 
Council is recognised ; 

2. It is also recognised that the basic 
purposes and spirit of the armistice would 
restoration of 
previous! held military positions, 
changes from those now held other than 
as specifically provided for in the agree- 
ment, or by the advance of the military 
forces of either side beyond positions 
held at the time the agreement is signed ; 

3. It is further recognised that rights, 
claims or interests of a non-military 
character in the area of Palestine covered 
by the agreement may be asserted by 
either party and that these, by mutual 
agreement being excluded from the 
armistice negotiations, shall be, at the 
discretion of the parties, the subject of 
later settiement. 


Demarcation Lines 


Article V deals with the delineation 
of armistice lines. It states that the line 
described in Article V1 shall be desig- 
nated as the armistice demarcation line 
and is delineated in pursuance of the 
purpose and intem of the Security Coun- 
cil resolutions of November 4 and 16, 
1948. 

Article VI.—<1) This states that the 
irmistice demarcation line in the Gaza- 
Rafah area shall be as delineated in the 
nemorandum of November 13, on the 
umplementation of the Security Council 
resolution of November 4, namely by 
a line from the coast at the mouth of 
Wadi Hassinn in an easterly direction 
through Deir Suneid and. across the 
Gaza, Das, Al Majdal highway to a 
point three kilometres east of the hi 
way, then in a_ southerly’ direchon 
parallel to the Gaza-Al Majdal highway 
and continuing thus to the Egyptian 
frontier. 

(2). Within this line, Egyptian forces 
shall nowhere advance beyond their pre- 
sent positions, and this shall include Beit 
Hanun and its surrounding area, from 
which. Israeli forces shall be withdrawn 
to the north of the armistice demarca- 
tion line, and any other position within 
the line delineated in paragraph | which 
shall be evacuated by Israel) forces as 
set forth in paragraph 3. 

(3). Israeli outposts, each limited to 
platoon strength, may be maintained in 
this area at certain defined points. Fol- 
lowing the evacuation of two outposts 
in this area, new Israeli ovtposis may 
be established at two points cast of the 
armistice demarcation line. 

(4). In the Bethiehem-Hebron area, 
wherever positions are held by Egyptian 
forces, the provisions of the agreement 
shall apply to the forces of both parties in 
each such locality, except that the demar- 
cation of the armistice line, and reciprocal 
arrangements for withdrawal and reduc- 
non of forces, shall be undertaken. in 
such manner as may be decided by the 
parties, at such time as an armustice 


agreement may be concluded covering 
military forces in that area, other than 
those of the parties to the agreement, or 
sooner at the will of the parties. 

Article VIL.—<{1), It is recognised by 
the parties to the agreement that in cer- 
tain sectors, the proximity of the forces 
of a third party not covered by 
agreement makes impractical the full 
application of all provisions of the agree- 
ment to such sectors. For this reason, 
and pending the conclusion of an armis- 
tice agreement with that third party, the 
provisions of the agreement relating to 
reciprocal reduction and withdrawal of 
forces shall apply only to the Western 
front and not to the Eastern front. 

(2). The areas comprising the Western 
and Eastern fronts ll be as defined 
by the U.N. Chief of Staff of the truce 
supervision organisation. 

(3). In the area of the Western front 


under Egyptian control, Egyptian defen- | 


sive forces only may be maintained. All 
other Egyptian forces shall be withdrawn 
from this area to points no further east 
than El Arish and Abu Awugeila. 

(4). In the area of the Western front 
under Isracli control, Isracli defensive 
forces only, based on the settlements,

may be maintained. All other Israeli forces 
shall be withdrawn to points north of 
the line delincated in the memorandum 
of November 13, 1948, on the imple- 
mentation of the Security Council's 
resolution of November 4. 

Article VIIN—This deals with the 
demilitarisation of certain § areas. It 
states: (1). The area comprising the vil- 
jage of El Auja and vicinity shall be 
demilitarised. 

(2). The area thus demilitarised shall 
be as follows: From a point on the 
Egypt-Palestine frontier five kilometres 


north-west of the intersection of the - 


Rafah-El Auja road, and the frontier 
south-east to Khashm el Mamdud, thence 
south-east to Hill 405, thence south-west 
to a point on the Egypt-Palestine fron- 
tier five kilometres south-east of the 
intersection of the old railway tracks and 
the frontier, thence returning north-west 
along the Egypt-Palestine frontier to the 
point of origin 

(3). On the Egyptian side of the fron- 
tier, facing the El Auja area, no Egyptian 
defensive positions shall be closer 


Auja than El Quseima and 
Awuecila. 
(4). The road Taba-Quseima-Auja 


shall not be employed by military forces 
for the purpose of entering Palestine. 


Troop Movements Forbidden 


(S). The movement of armed forces 
into any part of the area defined in para- 
graph (2) of this article, for any purpose, 
or failure by either party to respect or 
fulfil any of the other provisions of this 
article when confirmed by the U.N. repre- 
sentatives, shall constitute a flagrant 
violation of the agreement. 

Article IX states that all prisoners of 
war detained by either party, and belong- 
ing to the armed forces, regular or 
irregular, of the other party, shall be 
exchanged under U.N. supervision. 

Article X.—This establishes a mixed 
Armistice Commission, composed 
three Israch and three Egyptian officers, 
under the chairmanship of a U.N. official, 
to implement the armistice. 

_ Article XI.—This states that no provi- 
sion of the agreement shall in any way 
prejudice the rights, claims, and positions 
of either party in the ultimate peaceful 
settlement of the Palestine question. 

Article X11 says that the agreement 
is not subject to ratification, and shall 
come into force immediately upon being 
signed. 

The agreement shall remain in force 
until a peaceful settlement between the 
parties is achieved.

“ At one time, the Jews agreed to the 
international control of Jerusalem.

FLYING-BOATS TO ISRAEL

A contract has been signed with Hythe 
flying-boats for three flights from South- 
ampton to Israel.

Jewry were capable of working together 


in this communal enterprise. 

It was more than necessary, he declared, 
that the Orthodox forces in Anglo-Jewry 
should be united in order to preserve 
Orthodoxy and the Orthodox way of liv- 
ing against enemics both within and with- 
ow. Among the enemics within, he in- 
cluded those who were osicnsibly Ortho- 
dox, but who were only interested in 
serving their own purposes withour refer- 
ence to the larger good of the community. 

The Anglo-Jewish Community, 
went on, had lately been the subjcct of 
attack from sources whch pretended to 
be very considerate where humaneness 
to animals was concerned. A _ deter- 
mined effor: had been made, and prob- 
ably would continue to be made, to 
attack that institution of Judaism which 
the Board of Shechita existed to uphold. 

They had the scientific answer and, 
above all, the religious answer, to their 
foes, and they were prepared in the name 
of their faith and in the name of 
religious freedom to defend the institu- 
tion of Shechita. 

lt behoved those who were responsible 
for the administration of Shechita to sce 
that their organisation was run in the 
best possible manner.

ANTI-JEWISH ACTION 
IN SYRIA 


Funds Frozen 


[From our Middle East Correspondent] 


The Syrian Government, continuing 
its anti-Jewish campaign, has frozen 
funds belonging to Syrian Jews. All 
banks have been instructed to refuse 
requests to transfer Jewish funds to 
foreign countries. 

In addition, Syrian Jews have been 
forbidden to deal in real estate. 

The Syrian Government has recently 
made repeated requests to member-States 
of the Krab League urging the confisca- 
tion of Jewish property in Arab lands 
as a “counter-measure™ against the 
alleged seizure by the Isracli authorities 
of property left by Arabs who fied from 
Palestine. Syria suggested that the pro- 
ceeds fromthe sale of confiscated Jewish 
property be used to settle Arab refugees 
from Palestine in the Arab States. 

Community's Request 

Meanwhile. the Jewish Community 
Council in Damascus has addressed a 
petition to the Syrian Government 
demanding the abolition of the anti- 
Jewish measures imposed during the past 
year. lt asked that Jews be permitted to 
change thew place of residence ; that per- 
mission be given to sell their property 
and réal estate, valued at £500,000; that 
visas be issued to Jews wishing to travel 
abroad: that the 30 Jewish Government 
officials dismissed last year be reinstated ; 
and that Jews be allowed to resume their 
normal occupations. 

The Jewish Community Council in 
Beirut has asked the Government to pay 
compensation to the 500 Jews of Saida. 
a town south of Beirut, where shops were 
looted and requisitioned during the anti- 
Jewjsh riots which followed the arrival 
of the first Arab refugees from Palestine. 


UJ.A. DELEGATION VISITS

™“ Acted on Keitel’s Orders ”

A Paris military tribunal on Monday 
acquitted Dr. Karl Epting, former 
attaché in the German Embassy here 
during the occupation, on a charge of 
stealing art collections belonging to Jews. 
Epting claimed that he was ordered to 
take the collections by Marshal Keitel. 

Otto Abetz, former Nazi Ambassador, 
who was called as a witness, confirmed 
that Epting acted on Keitel’s orders, He 
added that “ France carried off German 
art treasures after the first war, and 
Epting’s action was, therefore, justified.”

The movement of Jewish emigrants is 
particularly noticeable in the provincial

Communities have almost ceased to exist. 
The entire Jewish Community in Maras, 
for example, consisting of 15 families 
whose ancestors had lived in the town 
for centuries, were among those who 
recently emigrated. They had been 
isolated from the rest of Turkish Jewry, 
yet still retained their ancient Hebrew 
traditions. 

In Istanbul and Izmir, however, where 
mainly the poorer Jews have emigrated, 
Jewish life is continuing as before. The 
Istanbul Jewish Community is planning 
to reorganise its structure on more pro- 
gressive lines.

ORTS WORK IN ELROPE 
{By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporier| 


The work of Ort in France, Haly, and 
Germany was the subject of talks at 35 
Seymour Place, London, |, last. week, 
by Miss Lilian Rubinsicin and Mrs. Rose 
Henriques. Licut.-Col. Marcus Lipton, 
M presided. 

Miss Rubinstein, who recently returned 
from a tour of France and Italy, des- 
cribed the programmes of the Ort train- 
ing centres which catered for three 
categories: young children, adolescents 
from 14 to 17, and refugees. Thew aim 
was to try to develop the creative and 
mechanical mstincts. Ort was now trying 
to found schools in North Alirica 

The French Government thought s$0 
highly of Ort that they contributed sub- 
stantially to their budget. A small per- 
centage of non-Jewish boys ard girls 
attended Ort schools because the standard 
of teaching was so high. 

The programme in Italy was different 
because there was still a D.P. probiem 
there. but Ort also catered for Jews resi 
dent in Italy, and had taken over at the 
request of 1.R.O. similar schools in non- 
Jewish camps. Another project in which 
they were engaged was the rehabilitation 
of T.B. suflerers 

A Comparison 

Mrs. Rose Henriques gave a picture of 
the problem as they had found it in Ger- 
many in 1945, and compared u with what 
was happening now. In the carly days, 
the thine was to get the people to come 
to the classes, and it was to the credit of 
Ort that they were not discouraged by 
what might have been calied faiiures at 
first. 

Classes now covered every possible 
variety of technical training for which 
there was any dema Mrs. Henriques 
also descri how the American “Joint,” 
the Jewish Committee for Relicf Abroad, 
and Ort. which at first worked separately, 
gradually reached complete co-operation 
in their efforts for relief and rehabilita- 
tion.

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A PRIMARY NEED 


NU MEROUS as are the problems connected 
with Anglo-Jewish education, one seems of 
primary importance. This formed the sub- 
ject of a letter, which we printed recently, 
from the chief Honorary Officers of the Lon- 
don Board of Jewish Religious Education 
and the Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue. These bodies have established 
a Joint Committee to consider the same 
fundamental question of the shortage of 
trained personnel which at present frustrates 
their efforts. Until a sufficiency of fully 
qualified teachers and youth leaders becomes 
available, the necessary programme of work 
cannot be put into practice for our children 
and young people. ‘ There is—or should be 
-—an obvious interrelation between the pur- 
poses of the religion classes and of the syna- 
gogue'’s youth activities, Both contribute to 
a continuous process of education which 
aims at producing men and women who will 
maintain the noblest traditions of their 
Jewish heritage. No reason, therefore, 
exists for these complementary endeavours 
being carried on always in watertight com- 
partments. On the contrary, the same per- 
sonnel can guide the work im both spheres 
But there remains one essential proviso— 
this personnel must be properly trained for 
what is a skilled and exacting profession. As 
our correspondents pointed out, the old 
system of part-time religious teaching or 
youth work is now outmoded and attracts 
few candidates... Far more appropriate to 
present-day conditions is the proposal for a 
Joint Appointments Board to encourage 
entrants upon the combined full-time career 
of teacher and youth leader. The oppor- 
tunities for training and the prospects of 
employment should: help to overcome the 
present dearth of suitable applicants, but 
regard must be had to criticisms whith were 
voiced in a letter addressed to Tue Jewisn 
CHRONICLE last week by the Hon. Secretary 
of the London Branch of the National Union 
of Hebrew Teachers, particularly with regard 
to the need for adequate training grants and 
suitable salaries. Also the exact curriculum 
of studies will need the most careful con- 
sideration, and it is a hopeful sign that 
proposals should now be under way for the 
establishment of a Faculty for Teachers’ 
Training which will be under the joint 
auspices of Jews’ College and the London 


Board 


These and other matters were among the 
problems discussed at last Sunday's meet- 
mg of the London Board, of which a report 
appears on page 5 of this issue. The com- 
munity generally will desire to join in the 
warm welcome which was then accorded to 
Dr. Isipore FISHMAN on his appointment as 
Education Officer Dr. FISHMAN is called 
upon to undertake most exacting and respon- 
sible duties at a time of exceptional diffi- 
culty He has already given proof Of his 
ability in many years of devoted service to 
this cause. In his speech at the meeting, 
he showed that he was fully conscious of the 
difficulties and perplexities. He referred, 
for imstance, to the lack of accommodation 
and of text-books, but—like all with experi- 


=" 


ence of the subject—he reiterated that 
the prime necessity was “the training 
of eflicient, qualified, and God-fearing 


teachers.” There may perhaps be room for 
some difference of opinion regarding the 
implications of what he said about “ the 
great conflict between the Jewish schools and 
the Jewish home.” It can never be to the 
ultimate benefit of Jewish education to set 
up the school in opposition to the home. 
Neither teachers nor parents have a mono- 
poly of wisdom, but only through their 
mutual co-operation can the child benefit. If 
our religious leaders sometimes fail to win 
the confidence of ordinary fathers and 
mothers, it may be that the blame is not 
altogether on one side. Here, too, may lie the 
clue to the question that was propounded 


by Dayan GrunreLp, when he said that they 
should find out why the community—which, 
with all its faults, is not usually lacking in 
generosity—fails to give adequate support 
to Kashrut and other endeavours. The 
Board which, after three years’ existence, is 
still discussing its draft constitution, cannot 
speak with the authority, or meet with the 
response, which its work merits. 5 


A commendably comprehensive outlook 
was taken by Dr. FisHMAN when he said that 
the London Board was the largest Jewish 
educational organisation in Western Europe, 
and so they must not only train the children 
and youth in London, but also in the whole 
of the community, and, if possible, give 
assistance to those abroad who need it. Soi..¢ 
of the obstacles in the way of this desirable 
programme were discussed here recently m 
connection with the position of the Central 
Council for Jewish Religious Education. 
Despite all difficulties, however, it is essen- 
tial that we should not take a parochial view 
of our educational needs. There is an 
opportunity at the present moment, with the 
visit to this country from Israel of the former 
Education Officer, Dr. NATHAN Morris, now 
Director in Jerusalem of the World Union 
for Jewish Education, to consider some of 
the larger aspects of the whole matter and 
thereby administer a corrective against any 
such restricted vision. Indeed, i may be 
that we shall solve our own problems only 
if we see them in their wider setting. 


SHAPE OF PEACE TO 
COME? 


IT 1S the soldier's axiom that in the trilogy 
of negotiation-——cease-fire, armistice, and 
peace-—-the decisive event is the armistice. 
Any condition not included in armistice 
terms can only rarely be included later in 
the peace settlement. It is essentially, there- 
fore, the military conditions of the armistice 
that shape the peace. It has been so in the 
long history of war leading to peace. . In 
spite of the many protestations included in 
the agreement signed last week, which for- 
mally concluded hostilities between Israel 
and Egypt, that this armistice does not preju- 
dice the final settlement, the military con- 
ditions in it are of a decisive nature. In 
the Israeli and United Nations view. the 
agreement provides for Israeli political con- 
trol of the entire Negev and allows restricted 
military support for this position. This 
would seem clear enough from the text. 


It is, therefore, a little disturbing that 
Whitehall has again managed to read some- 
thing different into the text. It seems the 
official view of the Foreign Office that the 
agreement leaves the position of the Negev 
as undefined and that it is therefore pos- 
sible to have it more clearly defined at the 
coming talks with Transjordan. Whitehall 
still wants Israel to keep away from the Gulf 
of Aqaba and desires at the same time a 
Mediterranean outlet for Transjordan. 


Both these conditions are made more diffi- 
cult, if not altogether impossible, by the 
Israeli agreement with Egypt. So long as 
Jews can reach the Gulf of Aqaba and 
Egyptians control Gaza, there is no hope 
for this. Transjordan solution cherished at 
the’ Foreign Office. It is a matter for 
genuine regret that those who make policy 
in Whitehall cannot rise to the occasion 
which has been presented to Britain. The 
Rhodes agreement marks a_ reversal of 
everything that our specialists and statesmen 
have said about Arab-Israeli agreement. 
Surely this is an opportunity for a statesman- 
like cementing of a new stability rather than 
for more and better intrigue to undo the fine 
work of Dr. BuNcHEe! Is there no one with 
a little historical imagination in Wuitehall 
to see this miracle of our time? And what 
becomes of Mr. Bevin’s oft-repeated 
declaration that he will help in any agree- 
ment freely negotiated between Jews and 
Arabs themselves ? The Egyptians came to 
destroy and conquer and stayed to sign a 
friendly armistice and join in a cold buffet 
supper, like Balaam, who came to curse and 
stayed to bless (what must have been the 
Negev): 

“ How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, 

“ Thy tabernacies, O Israel! 
Israel! The word stuck in many throats. 
To-day it has become as much part of the 
language as tran or traq or Eire, for 
Balaam on that occasion prophesied: 


“ And Israel shall do valiantly.” 


AMERICAN STORM 


It is with considerable relief that Jews will 
have learned that the bitter, long-drawn-out 
internal fight within the Zionist Organisation of 
America has, at least temporarily, come to an 
end. The first open shot in this communal baitle 
was fired at a meeting some months ago of 
the “ Progressive Zionist ™ group led oy Rabb: 
SrepHen Wise and Mr. Louis Lipsky, when 
Rabbi Si-ver and Dr. EMaNueL Nev- 
MANN, two influential leaders in the conimmunity, 
were denounced as autocrats ruling the Amer- 
can Zionist Organisation, of which Dr. NEUMANN 
is President, with an “ iron hand ” and “ suppress- 
ing criticism” of their activities. In mulitant 
mood, the meeting promptly voted a quarter of 
a million dollars to finance an anti- NEUMANN 
campaign. The flames of battle were fanned 
when Mr. Moroentuau, former Secretary of 
the U.S. Treasury and Chairman of the United 
Jewish Appeal, joined the anti- NEUMANN ranks 
and declared that, if he was to lead the Appeal, 
Mr. Henry Monrtor, a close associate of his, 
must be put in charge of the United Palestine 
Appeal, forming a major part of the general 
United Jewish Appeal. This demand the Nev- 
MANN group strongly opposed, ignoring for 
weeks the. most urgent appeals for unity 
from other Jewish leaders, including one from 
President WEIZMANN a few days ago. Watching 
the raging (and sometimes apparently incompre- 
hensible) battle’ from across the Atlantic, some 
of us were, no doubt, tempted to attribute its 
vehemence no less than its origin to a funda- 
mental clash between two powerful groups of 
personalities. Others, less tolerant, may have 
regarded the whole affair as a most shocking 
demonstration 6f Jewish disunity, of rival 
leaders fighting for power, criminally for- 
gctful of the harm they cause and the 
shame they bring to the greatest Jewish Com- 
munity in the world. Yet in reality the conflict 
had a deeper significance. For whoever controls 
the U.J.A. also controls the U.P.A. and thus 
indirectly can not only dominate in large part 
Israeli finances but, to some extent, also 
policy. Out of this year’s U.J.A., Israel ts 


expected to get about £65,000,000. Anyone con- . 


trolling the process by which this vast sum is 
collected may be tempted to try to influence 
more than the economic side of the building of 
the Israeli State. Both the rival groups were fully 
aware of this all the time they were marshalling 
their forces for action. As our New York corres- 
pondent reports, Rabbi Si_ver and Dr. NEUMANN 
lost the first round. There is obviously no truth 
in the reports spread by Communists that Mr. 
MORGENTHAU, now that he has won the fight, 
will seek to exploit his power to influence Israel: 
foreign policy so that it keeps in line with the 
United States. But what is certain is 
that Rabbi Siuver, Dr,. NEUMANN, § and 
company will not easily give up the 
control over the Zionist Organisation and 
affairs connected with it that they have enjoyed 
for some years. In the meantime, however, the 
settlement now reached, even if it has been at 
the cost of antagonising some elements in the 
community, should no longer prevent American 
Jewry from proceeding with the appeal for 
funds, on the successful outcome of which so 
much and so many, particularly of the new and 
destitute immigrants into Israel, now depend. 
They have waited, long enough and should not 
be forced to wait a moment longer—certainly 
not because some Jewish leaders, however 
powerful, enjoy a quarrel based on nothing 
more important than a conflict of personalities. 


POALE ZION CONFERENCE 


IN the recent Israeli elections, both for the 
Constituent Assembly and for the Histadrut 
(Labour Federation), which followed a short 
time after, Mapai (the Israeli Labour Party) 
has come out as the leading party. lo it 
belong such commanding personalities im the 
Government as Mr. Davip Ben-Gurion, the 
Premier, Mr. MosHe the Foreign 


. Minister. and Mr. Evtezer Kaptan, the Minister 


of Finance. Moreover, not only is it the strongest 
party in the State of Israel, but its viewpoint 
throughout the world is represented by the 
Poale Zion, which now forms the strongest con- 
stituent of the World. Zionist Organisation. The 
corresponding party in this country is the British 
Poale Zion (Jewish Socialist Labour Party), 
whose annual conference during the coming 
weck-end must therefore be of special import- 
ance. The proceedings will be of twofold sig- 
nificance, First, it will be desired to interpret 
to British Jewry the aims of the Labour Move- 
ment in Israel. Questions to be discussed will 
deal with the organisation of Aliyah for 
working-class people and with practical prob- 
lems of Chalutziut. Reports to be presented 
show that Jewish Labour circles not previously 
connected with the Jewish national movement 
have of late been drawn into increasingly active 
participation. Furthermore, in the present pro- 
cess of reorientating the Zionist Movement, 
which is consequent upon the establishment of 
Medinat Israel, the Poale Zion will have the 
opportunity of contributing its own constructive 
proposals, though it must be recognised that. 
now that the Zionist Organisation has become: 
by decision of the Actions Committee a 
charitable body, its political work will 
be severely curtailed, if not eliminated. 
Secondly, however, the. conference will 
bear the heavy responsibility of interpreting 
Zionism to the general Labour Movement of 
this country. Poale Zion is an affiliated con- 
stituent of the British Labour Party, and several

The standard of Orthodoxy 
among Anglo-Jewry is undoubtedly higher thap 
many people have thought, and only this week 
some evidence of this was produced when in the 
House of Commons, Mr. JOHN Sraacney, 
Minister of Food, in reply to a question, 
repeated what he had said a few days earlier: 
that there were 260,000 registrations fos 
kasher meat. In the circumstances of to-day, 
when the temptations to religious laxity are so 
much more numerous than they ever wer 
before, 260,000 forms a remarkably hich pes 
centage of the Jewish population of ihe country 
which is estimated at under half a million 
Although the number of meat registrations 
is mot m “itself a complete proof. x 
is a noteworthy fact that, almost withow 
realising it, Anglo-Jewry has taken its place 
as one of the most Orthodox communities 
in the world, particularly since the disappear 
ance of the former famous European (Achillas, 
it is doubtful whether even the South African 
Jewish Community has as high a level of Ortho 
doxy im general, and certainly, in proportion, 
the vast American Jewish Community comes far 
behind. Thus it will be seen that the religiously 
Orthodox institutions in this country have a 
correspondingly higher duty towards their com 
munity, and it was as well that the Chief Rabbu, 
in paying deserved tribute to the work of the 
Shechita Board and its officers at the reception 
held to celebrate the opening of the new offices, 
should at the same time have taken the oppor- 
tunity to remind them that they have a distinct 
duty towards the consumer also. There are 4 
number of problems, internal and external, stil 
outstanding with regard to the Shechita Board, 
some of which have been constantly ventilated 
in this newspaper, and it will be the Boards 
duty to see that their solution is speedily 
accomplished.

DR. PARKES’ HISTORY 
OF PALESTINE 


A Balanced Survey 


A History of Palestine from 135 A.D. 
to Modern Times. By James Parkes. 


Victor Gollancz. ZIs.

In this book Dr. Parkes reveals, 
once again, all the qualities which 
have distinguished his previous work : 
scholarship, style, wit, psychological 
penetration, balance, faith without 
reyudice. He disclaims original 
rescarch, but he has gone to the best 
authorities within his reach. This last 
proviso 1s introduced because he 
avows ignorance of Hebrew and 
Arabic. Hebrew literature on Palestine 
and Judaism is growing, and the time 
is coming when a writer on these 
topics will find it indispensable. 

Actually Dr. Parkes spans a far 
lengthier stretch of time than his title 
indicates, for he begins with palzolithic 
man His survey 1s rather breathiess, 
especially as so large an amount of space 
is given to the latest period. But history 
is qualitative more than quantitative, and 
where Dr. Parkes gallops, the prospect 
is usually not worth lingering on; and

T was with a heavy heart, with a 
premonition of faslure, that | under- 
took, in the latter part of 1914. to 

negotiate with the representatives of 
assimilated English Jewry for a United 
Jewish Front on the problem of Pales- 
lune. | wrote at about that time to Dr. 
Judah L. Magnes, who was playing a 
leading role in American Zionism: “ I 
am not sure yet whether we shal! suc- 
ceed in having a United Jewish Front 
and a united Jewish action. but we are 
certainly trying our utmost to secure 
it, and we are prepared to go a long 
way towards meeting our opponents,” 
The trouble was that our opponents 
would not go an inch towards meeting 
us. 

At that time there existed in England 
what was known as * The Conjoint Com- 
mittee, composed of representatives of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association (presided 
over by Mr. Claude Montefiore) and the 
Board of Deputies (presided over by Mz 
David L. Alexander). Both of these 
bodies consisted of old-fashioned. well- 
to-do assimilationist Jews. who looked

‘The Mandate Period 


Dr. Parkes is at his finest in three 
chapters in which he analyses the relation 
towards Palestine of Judaism, Christian- 
ity. and Islam: to Jews as the Promised 
Land, to Christians as the Holy Land, to 
islam as the Holy City of Jerusalem. 
Here he discloses admirably the psycho- 
logical roots of much history. The study 
of the Mandate period, judicial and 
balanced though it be, clarifies the diff- 
culnes of the British Administration rather 
than the central problem itself. Under 
the Mandate, there were three different 
soluuions advocated: a bi-national Pales- 
tine, an Arab Palestine. and a Jewish 
Siate in whole or part of Palestine. The 
hrst appealed to sentiment, but was 
utterly fantastic. ~It presupposed in_ the 
Arabs a measure of political maturity and 
generosity of which they werg, and are, 
wholly innocent, and in the Jews a wil- 
ingness, which did not exist, to accept a 
permanent minority status under an Arab 
Government. An Arab State was a possi- 
bility only if the Jews could be kept out 
or coppled—in other words, if the terms 
oO! the Mandate could be defied. Once 
the Jews had reached a certain strength 
in numbers, economic, social, and cultural 
force, and political solidarity, a Jewish 
State was not to be avoided. 

Mr. Bevin’s Error 

British policy dithered between these 
three solutions, and finally plumped for 
the Arab State, By that time it was too 
late. The Jews had become too strong. 
The error of Mr. Bevin is that he took 
Over the White Paper policy, already im- 
Praciicable in 1939, when in 1945, as a 
result of the war, it had become trebly 
iMpracticable. The Jews had become 
Stronger, their need for Palestine had 
become desperate, and Great Britain 
could not spare the force the policy 
required. These last chapters in Dr. 
Parkes’s book would probably have been 
~haped differently if he had written after 
israel’s victory father than when he en- 
Vsaged defeat as not excluded.

it was hard for Wolf, who knew how to 
handle the Forcign Officc, to look on while 
Zionmsis came along and established con- 
necuions in his preserve: the more so as 
Zionmsm was in his view a purely East 
European movement, with a certam fol- 
lowing in the East End of London. and 
beneath the notice of respectable British 
Jews. it was never borne in on him that 
men hke Balfour. Churchill, Lloyd 
George, were deeply religious and be- 
heved in the Bible, that to them the return 
of the Jewish people to Palestine was a 
reality. so that we Zionists represented 
(to them a great tradition for which they 
had enormous réspect remember 
Lioyd George saying to me, a few days 
before the issue of the Balfour 
Declaration: “1 know that with the

made a greal impression at one of the first 
Congresses by hus brilhant atiack on the 
grand dukes of the 1.C A.--the Jewssh 
Colonmmsation was 
spending milhons of pounds on futile 
atiempts to settle masses of Jews on the 
sul elsewhere than in Palestine. Yet he 
broke away from the movement, at the 
ume of the Uganda split. to found hes 
Jewish Territorial Organimation. which.

THE U.S. FUND-RAISING CONTROVERSY 


HE American fund-raising con- 
troversy which has been raging 
throughout the 

since last September, when Mr. Henry 


Montor. Executive Director of the 
United Palestine Appeal. and = an 
Executive Vice-Chairman of the 


United Jewish Appeal, resigned, has 
finally come to an end | 

Mr. Henry Morgenthau, Jr., the retir- 
ing Chairman of the UJ.A., and Mr. 
Montor. are to remain in full control of 
the UJ.A. campaign for 1949. The oppo- 
sition group, by Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver, Chairman of the American section 
of the Jewish Agency Executive, and Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann, President of the 
Zionist Organisation of America, who 
both resigned from the Agency Executive 
last month in protest against alleged in- 
terference in the controversy by Jerusa- 
lem members of the Executive, has 
suffered a resounding defeat. 


Co-ordinating Appeals 


The UJ.A.. which collected more than 
$500,000,000 (approximately £125,000,000) 


‘from 1940 to 1948, has set a goal of 


$750.000.000 for 1949. The Appeal was 
created in 1939 to co-ordinate moncty- 
raising for the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, the United Service for New 
Americans, and the U.P.A. Up to then, 
there had been independent, sometimes 
competing. campaigns. The J.D.C., or 
the “ Joint.” devotes its energies to help- 
ing Jews outside the U.S. ht has set as 
its 1949 objective the emptying of 
the Jewish displaced persons camps. 

U.S.N.A.. formerly known as the 
National Refugee Service, helps to settle 
refugees and other immigrants in the 
United States. Recently, t has extended 
its assistance to non-Jewish immiugrants. 

The U.P.A.. largely controlled by the 
7.0.A.. distributes its share of the UJ.A. 

oceeds to Israel. specifically to the

Margoshes, a columnist on THe Day. 
the New York Yiddish newspaper which 
is favourable to Zionism, argued that the 
actual aim of the Montor group, which 
he said represented assimuilationist forces. 
was to destroy the Keren Hayesod and 
Keren Kavemet, with the eventua! object 
of wiping out Zionism altogether in 
America 


Agency Executive's Courage 


The Jewish Agency Executive, including 
members of the Jerusalem section, meet- 
ing quietly and without publicity in New 
York to resolve the controversy, dis- 
regarded the vigorous pleas of Rabb: 
Silver and Dr. Neumann, and invited 
Messrs. Morgenthau and Montor to 
resume control of the present J.A. 
drive with no limitations to their powers. 
A compromise supported by Rabbi Silver 
and Dr. Neumann, whereby Mr. Monitor 
would have his powers’ restricted. 
was rejected. Immediately the carte 
blanche was extended to Messrs. Morgen- 
thau and Montor, Rabbi Silver and Dr. 
Neumann resigned from the Executive. 

Rabbi Silver released a statement that 
he and Dr. Neumann were “ dismayed ” 
by the Executive's decision. They were 
not alone. for the action of the Jewish 
geen Executive in defying the demands 
of two of America’s most powerful 
Jewish leaders demanded a courage, in 
the opinion of many observers, that bor- 
dered on the foothardy. Throwgh their 
control of the U.P.A. and the 7.0 A.. 


which has a mulitant 
250.000. making the largest 
group of Jews m America, Rabin Siiver 
and Dr.- Neumann can still seriously 
affect the collection of money for Jewmh 
chartiable purposes both in America and 
Israc!l. Some. however. se the action as 
a major stroke for independence by the 
Israch Government. 

The most plausible micrpretation of 
events seems to be based on the fact that 
Rabbi Silver and Dr. Neumann, and ther 
backers, represent right-wing 
thought Rabbi Silver is promnent 
Republican. and Dr. Neumann has. in the 
past. been identified with Revisionist 
ideology. They are the spiritual descen- 
dants of Brandes, the great American 
Ziomst leader of the twenties. who stood 
for the development of Israci by private 
enterprise and private capital 


Question of Control 


The present Government of Isracl. of 
course, is a Labour Governmen! The 
Z.0.A., which feels « gathers the bulk 
of American Jewish funds for leraci, has 
indwated a need to control these funds 
since, a5 it has been put, much of the 
money im bemg collected for future cit- 
zens of the Jewish State and not merely 
for those there naw. (it has been con- 
jectured that the momentous question of 
contro! of the U.J.A. might never have 
arisen if more conservative clements had 
been clected in Israel.) By refusing to 
— to the dictation of Rabb: Silver and 

Neumann, the Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive has. in a Sense, asserted the autonomy 
of the Israeli Government. Funds col- 
lected. even if fess than in the past, will

The position of Mr. Morgenthau in the 
controversy puzzles many. He has never 
been prominently idennfied with any 
Ziomst group, nor, for that matter, has 
he ever been known to oppose Zionism. 
His support of Mr. Montor. however, has 
been strong and uncompromising. It 
is ulrkely that he is insisting on Me.

CERTIFICATION OF MARRIAGE SECRETARIES 
Position of the “ Liberals” 


To the Editor of Tae Jewrsn CHronicte 
From Mir. F. F. 


Sin.—One aspect of the probiem of 
the Certification of Marriage Secretaries 
for Liberal Congregations, which, so far 
as | am aware, has not been discussed, 
is whether the President of the Board of 
Deputies can properly certify to the 
Registrar-Genera! that a Liberal Con- 
constitutes “a Synagogue in 

gland of persons Scolemning the Jewish 

The right of a Marriage Secretary to 
receive the Statutory Marriage 
from the Registrar-General arises 
under Section 30 of the Births and 
Deaths Registration Act, 1836, which is 
as follows: “T egistrar-General 
shall furmish or cause to be furnished 
to... every person whom the president 
for the time being of the London com- 
mittee of deputics of the British Jews 
shail from time to teme certify in writ- 
ing under his hand to the Registrar- 
General to be the secretary of the syna- 
gogue in England of persons professing 
the Jewish religion, a sufficient number 
m duplicate of marriage register books, 
and forms for certified copies thereof, 
as hereinafter provided.” 

The Statute imposes an obligation on 
the Presidem of the Board (which is 
quite independent of the Constitution of 
the Board) to satisfy himself before he 
grants his Certificate that he grants it 
only in respect “ of a Synagogue in Eng- 
land of persons the Jewi 
religion.” It quite clear that his 
powers are defined and restricted by the 
Siatute. It, therefore, becomes necessary 
to consider what the legislature cnacted 
in 1836 when in Section 30 of the Act 
it used the expression “a Synagogue in 
England of persons professing the Jewish 
religion.” Can there be any doubts 
having regard to the fact that Reform 
Judaism and Liberal Judaism were un- 
known in England in 1836. that the Legis- 
lature had only in contemplation Ortho- 
dox Judaism, which was “she Jewish 
religion” in England in 1836 ? 

The question which arises is the cor- 
rect construction of the expression at the 
present time of “the Jewish religion " 
when used in Section 30 of the Act of 
1836. Lord | Esher, M.R., in Sharpe v. 
Wakefield (22 QBD 241) said “the words 


of a Statute must be construed as they 
would have been the day after the "Shommie 
was passed, un some subsequent Act 
has declared that some other construc- 
tion is to be adopted or has altered the 
previous Statute. 

Prima facie it would a r that the 
expression “ the Jewish religion ™ in Sec- 
tion 30 of the Act of 1836 must be 
read and construed at the present time 
in the same manner as in 18: Accord- 
ingly, it would not prima facie include 
the Liberal Jewish religion, which is as 
distinct from Orthodox Judaism as Non- 
conformity is distinct from Roman 
Catholicism. The burden of showin 
that Liberal Judaism was in 1836 inclu 
in the term “ the Jewish religion” rests 
with the Liberal Congregations if they 
seck to obtain the privileges set out in 
Section 30 of the Act of 1836. 

I do not wish it to be thought that 
I am in any way questioning the validity 
of marriages performed at the Liberal 
Synagogue in St. John’s Wood, or the 
legitimacy of the issue of those marriages, 
because the former President of the 
Board granted his Certificate, I suggest, 
per incuriam. \t must be clear that his 
action neither binds his successor nor 
can it remove the limitations imposed on 
the President for the time being by the 
Statute to grant his Certificate only to 
a ,oynasogue in England of persons 
professing the Jewish religion” within 
the meaning of Scction 30 of the Act 
of 1836. 

The problem is one which arises under 
the Statute of 1836, and any allerations 
to Art. 45 of the Constitution of the 
mari would in so way affcct the 
matt 

if ‘Liberal Congregations desire to 
obtain the privileges, granted and 
restricted only to Orthodox synagogues 
in 1836, they must follow the action 
taken by the Reform Synagogue in 1856 
and ask Parliament to extend to them 
the privileges granted by the Act of 1836 
(sec The Marriage and Registration Act, 
1856, Section 22); amendment by the 
Board of its Constitution will not assist 
Liberal Congregations in their present 
difficulty. The fundamental obstacle to 
Certification by the President is not the 
Constitution, even if it were amended, 
but the limitations imposed on him by 
the Statute.

PROGRESS OF THE C.B.F. 
Demands on the Fund 


To the Editor of Tue JewrsuH CHRonicie 


From Mr, L. G. MONTEFIORE, O.B.E.,

Sin,-—-The edvtorial note, “ No Mono- 
poly,’ which appeared in your issue of 
February 25, is a timely reminder of the 
many pressing needs that still confront 
the community. Concerning the claims of 
local chartees there are many far more 
competent to speak. As regards the 
<.B.F., it ts, perhaps, opportune to give 
a brief progress report. 

The creation of the Jewish State has 
resulted in large-scale emigration from 
Germany, Austria, and Italy, the three 
countries where oe persons are still 
living m camps. ransport is, however, 
one of the limiting factors, and even if 
the present scale of emigration were to 
continue, it will be many months before 
all those desiring to go to Israel can do 
so. Moreover, a good many of those still 
waiting wish fo settle in the U.S.A., pro- 
vided that they are deemed eligible under 
the D.P. Bill. Smaller numbers may suc- 
ceed in emigrating to Australia and 
Canada. 

There are probably some 70,000-80,000 


Jewish D.P.s still living in the camps, and | 


even when all who are abie to go will 
have departed to their countries of desti- 
nation, there will be a residue of old and 
sick who will have to be maintained. 
Therefore, although the J.C.R.A. has 
been able to effect some reductions in its 
personnel, tt is still retaining a relatively 
large number of workers—some of whom 
are helping in preparing documents for 
emigration, some are, indeed, acting as 
escorts to the transports to Israel, and 
others are occupying themselves with the 
welfare of those left behind. 

Another aspect — the work is the re- 
construction of the communities, the 
needs of which were stressed by your 
Special Correspondent after his recent 
visit to Germany. The local German 
leaders will certainly need practical assist- 
ance from their coreligionists in other 
countries during the early years. A num- 
ber of Rabbis, lawyers, and welfare 
workers have been sent out and are doi 
valuable work in the British Zone 
Germany which has been the special 
responsibility of the J.C.R.A. It ts hoped 
to continue this su for a limited 
period, after which time the communities 
should, as regards personnel, be able to 
stand on their own feet. Grants are being 
made also to communities in other 

n countries for a educa- 
medical. and 

Finally, there is the w hat is ‘being 
undertaken in this country. Of the more 
than 700 orphan children brought here 
from the concentration camps shortly 


after the termination of hostilities, 247 
have since re-emigrated to various 
countries. Of the remainder, about 330 
are gainfully employed, some of them 
having previously received § technical 
training, and, of the total number, 148 
are now fully maintaining themselves. 
The balance is made up mainly by 
younger children still at school and a 
number of students. Unfortunatcly. there 
is also a small group of invalids—victims 
of T.B.—who are being looked after at 
the C.B.F. Convalescent Home at Quare 
Mead, near Bishops Stortford. 

It will be realised, therefore, that al- 
though the obligations of the C.B.F. have 
fortunately decreased, their termination is 
not yet in sight. The continued financial 
support of the community is still neces- 
sary in order that the tasks undertaken 
can be satisfactorily completed. 

There are many other demands on the 
Fund, including that of Aden, whose 
claim—because of the special circum- 
stances —was considered irresistible. Rela- 
tively substantial sums have been voted 
to relieve this community's distress and 
to assist its rehabilitation: but as regards 
claims from North Africa and other Mos- 
lem countnes, because of the paucity of 
funds, grants have been of a token nature 


only.

At a time when too many individuals 
and groups are adopting a Nero-like atti- 
tude, the appropriate place for members 
of the 43 Group is within the recognised 
movements. Imagine the Opposition in 
the House of Commons walking out and 
setting up another House of Commons! 

I do not wish to over-simplify the 
difficulties, but 1 would ask one ques- 
tion: Cannot the members of the 43 
Group disband the Group, accep: the 
Constitutions of the Association of Ex- 
Service Men and of the Defence Commit- 
tee, enter these organisations as indi- 
viduals, and work democratically therein 
for a more vigorous policy ?

LANGUAGE ’”

Sin.~—As the Deputy who addressed | 
Board of Deputies in Hebrew, | a 
sider it my duty to repiy to Mr. Moss. 
1 wish to dea! here only with the ques- 
tion whether Hebrew is the Jewish 
national language, keaving other matters 
for the moment. Mr. Moss and his 
friends forget that the word “ national ” 
is derived from two nowns, namely from 
_ Mavionality (which in Western Europe 
iS Synonymous with the word “ citizen- 
ship ) and with “ nationhood.” 

We know that in many countries mem- 
bers of the same nationality do not 
always have the same national language. 
In Belgium, French and Flemish are 
used as national languages: in Czecho- 
slovakia—Czech and Slovak. In this 
country, the Welshman. although being 
of British nationality, considers Welsh— 
not English—as his national language, 
whereas English is used as the national 
language not only in this country. but 
also in the U.S.A., Australia, etc.. in spite 

f the fact that the citizens belong to 
different nationalities. 

These facts show that one may be of 
British nationality but, at the same time, 
have as his national language not Enghsh 
but Welsh, or even Hebrew.

Ever since then all constituents of our 
South African Union for Progressive 
Judaism, in Johannesburg, Cape Town, 
Springs, and Durban have adopted in 
their constitutions a clause that the pro- 
nunciation of Hebrew, both in its ser- 
vices and in its Hebrew schools, must be 
Sefardi. Your correspondent is surely 
awarc of a correspondence to this effect 
which was aired in great detail in the 
Johannesburg Zionist Recorp 

(2) lt would also have been fair to 
our movement if your correspondent had 
mentioned that the Central Ecclesiastical 
Board of the South African Umon for 
Progressive Judaism had issued 
prayers ‘specially composed for the 
Jewish State of Israel, which are recited 
every Sabbath. Furthermore, whenever 
occasion calls for it, the Central Eccles- 
astical Board issues a special prayer. A 
recent instance was when congregations 
of all denominations throughout the 
Union held prayers for rain. On this 
occasion the Central Ecclesiastical Board 
sent a prayer to all Reform Congrega- 
tions 4or use at this special] service.

opposition but without succe: Mrs. 
Leopold de Rothschild’s anti-ZiOnist atti- 
tude never changed; and in part she 
transmitted it to her surviving sons, 
Anthony and Lionel. They, in time, lost 
some of their hostility, and made their 
peace with the Balfour Declaration. But 
they did not become friendly or particu- 
larly helpful. 

A third branch of the family was that 
of Nathaniel, the Lord Rothschild of Eng- 
land. His two sons, Walter and Charles 
were friendly to us. It was to Walter 
that Balfour addressed the Declaration. 
Charles might have been as helpful to us 
as his older brother, but he was inclined 
to melancholy, and took no part in Lon- 
don life. He, however, often visited us 
in London and was eager to learn the 
background of Zionism. His wife. 
Jessica, like Mrs. James de Rothschild. 
did much to help us widen our contacts 
and enable us to place our views before 
Englishmen of influence. 


The English Rothschilds 


My contact with the English Rothschilds 
began in the flurry of activity which fol- 
lowed our recovery from the shock of 
the war. In November, 1914, Baron 
Edmond had gone to Bordeaux: James 
de Rothschild was away in the army. I 
drew a bow at a venture and wrote to 
Mrs. James de Rothschild asking if I 
7 see her. She replied at once. I 
called and we had a long conversation. 
which was resumed the following day. 
She was’ interested, ready to help, but 
utterly imnocent of any knowledge of the 
subject. To her, whom I suspected of 


being. more interested than appeared, as 
to her sister-in-law, Mrs. Charles de 
Rothschild, and their relative, Lady 


Crewe, I had to explain our viewpoint, 
our philosophy, our hopes, in the most 
elementary terms. 

A great source of help. in those days. 
was the Manchester group of English- 
born Zionists of whom I have already 
spoken. Harry Sacher, as leader writer 
on the MANCHESTPR GUARDIAN, was an 
excellent link with C. P. Scott. It was 
Sacher who brought me together with 
Herbert Sidebotham, the prominent jour- 
nalist and publicist who was associated 
with the Mancwester GUARDIAN ‘and 
later (as “-Scrutator”’) with the Sun- 
pay TImes Sidebothath was inter- 
ested in our ideas from the British 
Strategic point of view. always believing 
that a Palestine built up by the Jews would 
be of importance for the British Common- 
wealth of nations 
later became the very able secretary of 
ithe World Zionist Organisation, jomed 
us after the war. I had heard of him as 
a brilhamt Oxford student (he had been 
President of the Union) and as a potential 
Zionist; but the army swatiowed him up. 
I did not get to him until 1918, when. re- 
turning from Palestine, | found him in @ 
rest camp in Taranto, ltaly, undergoing a 
cure for a bad case of trench feet. 


“The Candid Truth ~ 


Then there were, of course, Israei Sieff 
and Simon Marks, with whom I became 
mecreasingly and whose collab- 
oration became more and more important. 
I wroic to Sacher and Simon in December. 
1914: 

“ The gentiemen of the type of Lucien Wolf 
have to be wold the candid truth and made wm 
realise that we and not they are the masters of

If there was some bitterness in this and

NON-APPEARANCE OF 
LECTURER 


Chairman and Rabbi 
Kahana Explain

An explanation for the non-appearance 
of a speaker was the first of its kind I 
have heard in almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury of reporting for Tue Jewisn 
CHRONICLE. At a meeting of the Jewish 
Academic Society, in the Finchley Syna- 
gogue Hall, Kinloss Gardens, N.3, on 

nda y a the Chairman, Mr. F. 
Ashe Lincoln. K..C., explained to a wait- 
ing audience of about 60 why Rabb: K. 
Kahana was not present, 

The Rabbi had notified them, said 
Mr. Lincoln, that he was not com- 
ing because he apparently wanted a 
guarantee as to the size and quality of the 
audience. Rabbi Kahana was assured 
by the Secretary that he could rely upon 
having a good-sized audience and, as to 
its quality, that went without saying. 
That assurance, went on Mr. Lincoln, 
was apparently not sufficient, and he 
wanted, in addition, a guarantee tMat an 
advertisement would appear in THe 
Jewrsu Curonicie of last Friday. When 
he did not See it, he rang up (the Society) 
and notified them that he would not come 
to the meeting. 


“Insult to Audience” 

Rabbi Kahana, continued Mr. Lin- 
coln, had spoken to him that day (Sun- 
day) and repeated that reason, and he 
(the Chairman) had told him that he 
had never mm the whole of his experience 
of communal life heard such a thing. 
which he regarded as an insult to Rabbi 
Dr. Munk (who was present and stepped 
into the breach) and the audience. 

Nevertheless,- Rabbi Kahana persisted 
in his refusal to come. . In these circum- 
stances, all he could say, with all defer- 
ence to Rabbi Kahana, was that when he 
was young, he was taught: “YT TN ON 
Ts 

Dr. Munk, who spoke on “ Some 
Observations on Creation in Bible and 
Science,” said that an advertisement of 
the lecture had been sent to THe Jewtsn 
Curonicite, but it had apparently mis- 
carried. 

Criticism of the Jewish view of the 
universe and of man, declared Dr. Munk, 
was often due to insufficient knowledge 
of the Bible or of science. 

Many of their problems, he said, were 
artificial, They over-estimated the finality 
of science, which rested on premises, and 
7 did not properly read the Word of 
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“Large Audiences Necessary ~ 

When | asked Rabbi Kahana later for 
his comments, he said: 

“In order to do justice to the subjccis 
of my lectures, it is mecessary that 
should give them to large audiences— 
not because of any personal publicity. 

“In this case, in particular, I stipu- 
lated, because of the importance of the 
subject of Jewish jurisprudence, in addi- 
tion to the fact that many people in 
Golders Green district have asked me to 
give lectures and I cannot afford the 
time, that an announcment should appear 
in THe Jewisn Curonicie. This stipula- 
iion was agreed to initially when | was 
asked to give the lecture. 

“When I did not see such an 
announcement I informed the Secretary 
of the Society that [I could not give the 
lecture. 

“ But at the back of my mind | was 
somewhat hesitant, because I did not 
want to disappoint the audience, how- 
ever small it might . 

“ When, however, | had a telephone 
conversation with Mr. Ashe Lincoln, the 
Chairman of the meeting. I was taken 
aback by the way in which he spoke 
to me. He threatened that if I did not 
give the lecture he would not let the 
matter rest. After this conversation, I 
decided not to go. 

“Mr. Lincoln also told me that when 
he was to speak to the B'nai B'rith, 250 
circulars were sent out; that there was 


no announcement m THe Je&wisH 
CHronicte, and only ten people 
turned up.

THE BENSAUDES OF LISBON

HE name of Bensatide can always 
be expected to head the list of 
: donations to any Jewish appeal 
nm Portugal—be it a collection for 
Palestine, for the rebuilding of the 
synagogue, or for any other purpose.

CAREERS ADVICE 


Courses for Technical Teachers 


The Ministry of Education are arrang- 
ing experimental refresher courses to im- 
prove the art of teaching among techni- 
cal teachers. These courses are primarily 
intended for those who have not previ- 
ously taken a course of teacher training. 

Courses are being held at the follow- 
ing Technical Teachers’ Training Col- 
leges: Bolton, for teachers of a 
subjects; Huddersfield, for teachers o 
enginecring ; and the London N.W. Poly- 
technic, for teachers of commercial su 
jects. Teachers with two years full-time 
teaching experience in Technica! Colieges 
or Secondary Technical Schools are 
cligible. Tuition will be free, but 
teachers will be expected to pay for their 
board and po (accommodation at 
hostels will probably cost £2 Ss. per 
week).

F iffings 

(1) Poppy Seed. Put the following in- 
gredients into a saucepan and cook over 
a gentie heat tll thick: 1 teacupful 
crushed poppy seeds, 4 pt. milk, 2 oz. 
margarine, | oz. sugar, | tablespoonfui 
golden syrup, 2 tablespoonfuls chopped 
sultanas, and a few chopped nuts. 

(2) Cream Cheese. Add a little sugar 
and a few currants to some soft cream 

Kuchen Fiour, 1 castor 
sugar, 2 oz.; milk, 4 pt.; yeast, 4 oz.; 
margarine, 2 oz.; |! eg. Cream the yeast 
with a teaspoonful of sugar. Melt the 
margarine in the milk and when jusi 
lukewarm pour it on to the creamed 
yeast.

Gradually work in the flour from the 
sides and knead to a smooth dough:

(14-2 hours). Then add the sugar and 
beaten egg and knead thoroughly.

Beat up 2 eggs; stir in 3 tablespoon- 
fuls oil, then mix in enough flour to form 
a soft dough. Knead very thoroughly, 
then break off small pieces and roll out, 
on a floured board, as thinly as possible 
and about the size of a meat plate. Cut 
each piece in four. Leave for an hour 
or longer to get dry: then fry quickly 
a very light brown in boiling oil. Drain 
and sprinkle with castor sugar. Serve 
Handle carefully, as they’ break

Purim Fritters. 


Stale bread, 2 egg yolks, 4 teacupful 
water, sugar and cinnamon, oi! or fat 
for frying. 

Use either a stale French loaf or slices 
of any stale bread, cut about 4-inch 
thick. 

Beat the egg yolks, add the water, and 
sweeten to taste. Dip the bread in this. 
drain, and fry a golden brown on both 
sides in shallow fat. Drain and sprinkle 
with castor sugar and cinnamon: or, if 
preferred, with a spoonful of warm jam 
on each.

it 18, however, not the kind of situation 
that need cause alarm if there are good 
will, cool heads and clear instructions to 
the local commanders. If these are lack- 
wg. there ts danger of another incident. 

But this is a comparatively. easy and 
manageable problem compared with the 
mounting menace of the Arab refugee 
situation. This is rapidly becoming a 
jungle of musinformation, mismanage- 
ment, corruption, and criminal neglect. 

Ihe United. Nations Administration, 
under the Chairmanship of the U.S 
Ambassador in Cairo, Mr. Stanton Griffis, 
has completely failed toa cope with the 
problem. But « is unfair to blame 
the U.N. or Mr. Griffis for this. When 
the plans for relicf were submitted to the 
United Nations last autumn by = Sir 
Raphael Cilento, they were found by 
many members totally inadequate: but it 
was the action of the British and United 
States Governments that stampeded the 
Committee into action without closer 
survey, and appropriated the $6,000,000 
of the Children Fund without inquiring 
how it would be spent. 

The British and the United States were 
warned by the Scandinavian, Dominion. 
and Swiss delegations (who are repre- 
sented on this body) that precisely this 
situation would arise. 


Fantastic Inflation 


Now the situation is going from bad 
to worse. A fantastic inflation of the 
refugee figures is taking place; they seem 
to grow faster since the end of the fight- 
ing than while it was in progress. At last 
week's discussion at Lake Success, a total 
of 800,000 Arab refugees was generally 
accepted ; in this country, THe Times and 
the Economist have also discussed totals 
of 700,000 and 800.000. 

The figure of 800,000 is wildly exagger- 
ated. According to the Mandatory Govern- 
ment’s official statistics, based on their 
bulletin dated March, 1948, of the total 
Arab population of the areas of Palestine 
which the Arabs have left, we eet the 


following : 
Children under 15 .. 230,000 
Women over 1S .. 160,000 
Men over 15 180.000 


Tota! .. 570,000 
But these 570,000 are not all refugees. 
By the end of March, last year, more 
than half the Arabs of Haifa, Jaffa, and 
Jerusalem had left their homes — 


towns. They took with them their money 
and their movable property and, fre- 
quently, the goods of their businesses and 
shops. They are living normal lives in 
new homes and with new businesses in 
Beirut, Cairo, and other Arab centres 

At that time in April, when the Times 
Correspondent in Cairo tells us the Arabs 
were fleeing m terror of their lives, the 
departing villagers were daily offering 
eggs and chickens to passing Jews in the 
Wadi Malik, which was then the main 
road from Tel Avix to Haifa. 

The number that left in this way, in 
good order and with most, if not all, their 
belongings, probably accounts for over 
a third of all the refugees. A carefully 
calculated figure comes to something over 
200,000 men, women, and children. 


“ Genuine” Refugees 


The total of genuine refugees is, there- 
fore, not more than 350,000—but the 
actual figure is almost certainly much less. 
Une place for which it was claimed that 
it harboured 58,000 refugees. was found 
to have 13,000: another which claimed 
30,000, had 5,800. Almost every check 
revealed gross eXagegeration. 

The root problem is that there is no 
desire by the Arab States to absorb the 
refugees, and that in the Arab triangle 
of Palestine the economic and political 
administration has so broken down that 
almost every Arab living in this part is 
in effect a refugee. | 

Israel has shown some ability to-carry 
out mass settlement of Jews under emer- 
gency conditions; it seems that the same 
methods will have to be applied in the 
Arab triangle and possibly in southern 
Lebanon, the eastern side of the Jordan 
Valley, and North-East Syria, if the 
whole Middle East is to be spared a 
sudden and deadly epidemic. 

As part of a general peace settlement. 
the Israeli Government may have to con- 
tribute its influence and personnel to do 
what none of the Arab States have shown 
any readiness to do—provide for a defini- 
tive settlement of the Palestine Arab 
question.

by the U.S.); in the second place, ever 

mny that is lent to Israc! will be spen 
or constructive purposcs-—-on irrigabon, 
machines, and new industrics—thus creat. 
ing new values. Surely this is a sound 
argument to appeal to foreign investors, 
Jews and non-Jews alike 

Furthermore. the start Israc! has made 
has been of a very promising nature. 
Nothing probably demonstrates so con- 
vincingly the argumeni for foreign Joans 
as the recently pwblished annual repon 
of the General Mortgage Bank of Pales 
fine, announcing a payment of 6 per 
cent dividends on preference and ordinary 
shares. Despite the war. in and around 
Palestine, the Bank kept up its dividends 
on the level of the three previous years. 
What is even more surprising is that the 
repayment of mortgages has not fallen 
to any appreciable ‘degree Although 
the Jews are considered a “ nervous” 
people, it is noteworthy that the quot- 
tions on the Israel Stock Exchange im 
Tel Aviv have not suffered from any 
serious fluctuations. 

These facts are not only proof of the 
Jews’ own confidence in their State and 
currency, but will also go a long way 
towards convincing foreign invesiors of 
the stability of the State of Israci 
loan which America granted, and which 
Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, the Israel: Finance 
Minister. accepted as “a demonstrates 
of confidence in the stability of the State 
of Israel and its economic structure 
was only the beginning of many other 
foreign loans that Israeli aulhoriues 
pect to receive within the next two or 
three years.
